“If we interpret Gen. Smuts 
speech aright we detect in it a note 
of friendly and earnest caution to' 
those who think the time ripe for 
framing a new constitution of' em¬ 
pire with a new imperial parliament, 
a new imperial treasury and new im-j 
perial taxes. The idea is noble, im-j 
posing and logical, but it is none the'- 
less full of perils and quicksands and! 
above all open to fatal objection that 
it does not seem to be described by 
the responsible spokesmen of the do¬ 
minions. It may be taken as cer¬ 
tain,, therefore, that the special war 
conference which is to be called at 
the end of the war to consider the 
problem of imperial reconstruction 
will npt favor the idea of a unified 
parliament of the empire. It wjll 
proceed on lines less sensational, hut 
far more consonant with the Brit¬ 
ish tradition of gradual evolution. 
Indeed, it has already begun, in the 
last few weeks, in the admission to 
the imperial cabinet of statesmen of 
the dominions and representatives of 
India."—London Daily T e !egraph.

The German Miscalculation 


A.J. Balfour in His Address to the 
U. S. Senate 

Whether we live on the other side 
of the Atlantic or on this side of tt»c 
Atlantic, we English-speaking peo¬ 
ple have never organized ourselves 
for military purposes; wc have never 
been .tnilitary states, and when the 
war broke out, 'undoubtedly the Ger¬ 
man looked around the world, esti¬ 
mated the value from their point of 
view of the nations with whom they 
might be concerned, and, profoundly 
contemptuous of our views of civili¬ 
zation, whether, they be British views 
or whether they be American views, 
they decided that neither British nor 
American counted in the struggle by 
which they hoped to obtain the dom- 
inatipn of the world. 

They found 11 s unprepared; they 
found us unmilitary; and because we 
were unprepared and because wc 
were unmilitary, they jumped rash¬ 
ly to the conclusion, firstly, that J»e 
were afraid to fight, and, secondly, 
that if-we-ftKight we-vhTJtrfd- he wbAty 
uegligible quantities. 1 think they 
are beginning possibly to find out 
their mistake. 

“How, ladies and gentlemen, did 
that mistake ever arise? It arose 
from the utter incapacity of the Ger¬ 
man ruling class—and it is only pf 
the German ruling class that I speak 
today—to estimate value except in 
terms of drilled men and military 
preparations. They saw that Eng¬ 
land and America were prosperous, 
were unwarlike, were immersed in 
the industrial interests incident to a 
peaceful civilization, and they drew 
from that two conclusions. They 
drew from it in the- first place the 
conclusion that because wc were com¬ 
mercial we therefore were incapable 
of high ideals or great sacrifices and 
that even if we determined late in 
the day to pursue those high ideals 
and to make those great sacrifices, 
wc' should be so utterly incompetent 
in the arts to which they had devot¬ 
ed so much of their attention, that 
our interference in the war would 
be a thing which they could lcava 
wholly on one side. 

“On that miscalculation have been 
wrecked, and will be wrecked all 
their hopes. It was their fatal blun¬ 
der—a blunder from which they will 
never Tecoyer, but a blunder which 
has saved civilization.’’

The latter, 
having no provision whatever for selection,drew 
upon those industries, and teday there are men 
in the trenches who are skilled men capable of 
working to better advantage here at home than 
at the front Great Britain'bumped into this 
anomaly when she introduced oonscription, and 
men had to be brought back from the trenches 
to help to run the industrial end of the country’s 
business, the unskilled men being enrolled in 
the army to take their places at the front. And 
what has been Great Britain’s experience is now 
ours. 

But selective conscription as advocated in 
Canada will automatically overcome this state 
of affairs. It will afford a method of selection 
which dhe voluntary system could not afford. 


As far as we know the joint meeting of the 
district councils in regard to the establishment 
of a municipal hospital has not' yet been held.

COMPULSORY VS. VOLUNTARY 
RATIONING 

Mr. Hanna, the food sontroller, has fesued a 
statement asking the people of Casada to 
voliyitary practise bf self-denial in the homes 
and eating houses, and so prevent waste. The 
homes, restaurants, elubs, hotels and stores 
throughout the country are at present allowing 
too muoh food to go to waste, and Mr. Haena 
suggests the adoption' of voluntary wdr menus 
throughout the country. 

The various campaigns for production and 
thrift which have been carried on by the gov-’ 
ernment have already familiarized the people 
with the dependence of the Allies upon the food 
stuffs of America. All, or practically all, that 
can be done voluntarily has doubtless been done. 
The private individual has no doubt bornd the 
facts in mind, and the household menage has, 
to some eases, been brought to a more eoonora- 
icad basis. But it is the large catering establish¬ 
ments where the unnecoessary waste goes on 
day after day. The menu of any city restaur¬ 
ant or hotel, and some of the country ones, 
with its wide choice of dishes, almost bewilder¬ 
ing in number, reveals the fact.' And is there 
any hope of voluntary reduction there? Public 
altering means competition with other caterers 
and such is not conducive to economy. These 
places will never cut their display until forced 
to do so, and the food controller would proceed 
along lines of popular approval if he wfculd 
bring compulsory rationing to bear upon them.

The music of the Hawaiians of 
olden times has been changed 
somewhat as civilization has ad¬ 
ded its influence, but its type is 
still distinctive % Of the former 
music there were the “MeleKoi- 
honua” or royal chants, The 
‘Mele Olivli’ or love songs were 
^the second and the ‘Mele Hula’ 
or dancing songs comprise the 
third type. 

The first type was sung for the 
chiefs or royalty. The second 
and third types were used gen¬ 
erally and usually accompanied 
with musical intruments. Among 
4hese instruments was the paliu 
or drums made of well seasoned 
wood and covered with the skin 
of a shark. A smaller drum was 
also used and upon the two the 
player kept time to the music. 
The second drum was made from 
a kind of gourd. Then came the 
‘Puili’—a bamboo stick spread 
at the top so that in tapping iton 
the body, it gave a swishing 
sound, not unlike a tambourine. 
Another instrument of native in¬ 
genuity is the ‘Uliuli’—a small 
gourd with a long stem. When 
the ‘Uliuli’ seeds are allowed to 
dry inside the gourd they rattle 
when shaken by an expert and 
urge the dancer on to his uttnost. 
Of more recent date came the 
^Ukeke’. The Ukeke is a slend¬ 
er stringed instrument and was 
the forerunner with the Hawai¬ 
ians, of the Ukekele, banjo, guit¬ 
ar and mandolin—-upon all of 
which instruments they are past 
masters. 

Hawaiian music at last set the 
whole world agog With the most 
bewitching note yet sounded in 
in the history of instrumental 
music. This is that whispering 
hum-like effect produced by a 
noted Hawaiian invention of the 
steel method of guitar playing.

Little wonder there is sat¬ 
isfaction on both sides there. It was 
a pleasure for those buyers to show 
their appreciation in that way, and 
the farm woman could not fail to fee) 
pleasure and encouragement, which 
might show itself in an extra pot of 
cream or some other dainty popped 
in with the next order. 

In trading, as in any other line o(. 
life, we should. remember the Gold¬ 
en Rule: "Do to others as you would 
I be done by”—>and many of the pres- 
j ent . difficulties in marketing would 
disappear. 


Development of This Industry Mak¬ 
ing Great Strides 
Until the last two o t three years 
the attitude of the eastern dairy 
farmer toward the "baby" dairy in¬ 
dustry of. the western provinces was 
onc l of benevolent-interest. The east¬ 
ern farmer had long been taught to 
regard the prairie provinces as great 
grain growing districts, that might 
gradually turn to beef cattle, but in 
which dairy farming would not find 
a home for several decades to come. 
British Columbia, he regarded as a 
fruit province. Every year the east¬ 
ern dairyman shipped car loads and 
car loads of butter and cheese for 
western consumption. Eastern dairy¬ 
men looked on the west as a market 
-that just natur&lly belonged to them. 
Now the easterner has received an 
awakening. The tables have been 
turned on him. Last year several car 
loads of butter were shipped from 
Alberta to Toronto and Montreal. 
The quality upon examination proved 
to be better than that of good east¬ 
ern creamery butter. At the same 
time the eastern butter trade with 
“the coast” is a thing of the past. 
British Columbia dairymen are doing 
more to mqet their own needs and 
what they can’t supply, Alberta can. 
Competition from the west is going 
to increase on eastern markets. 
There is a great field for the develop¬ 
ment of dairying in western Canada 
and behind the industry there is the 
brisk, progressive spirit of the west. 
The eastern dairy farmer might as 
well decide that his western market 
is gone and that he will have to meet 
with keener competition in his own 
eastern market than ever before, (n 
one sense, this expanding industry of 
the west offers to the dairy breeder 
of the east a great opportunity. 
Western dairymen arc already heavy 
buyers of the well bred' dairy stock, 
both pure bred and grade, that is 
produced on eastern farms. This ts 
a market that will increase immense¬ 
ly as dairying progresses in the west. 
And here we would like to sound a 
note of warning. There has been a 
tendency in the past to ship the culls 
of the herd to the west and the repu¬ 
tation of eastern dairy stock nas suf¬ 
fered accordingly. To spoil the west¬ 
ern market for the sake of getting rid 
of a few defective cattle, is like kill¬ 
ing the goose that may lay the gold¬ 
en egg. Many thousands of splendid 
dairy cows have been shipped west, 
but there have been many culls 
often non-breeders, sent along with 
them.Montreal Fa,n«ily Herald. 


Sportsmen Can Help in Preventing 
Waste from Fire Losses 

t There are estimated to- be 10,000 
forest fires in .Canada every year of 
all sizes - and descriptions. Nine 
tenths are set by human (lands, and 
the damage runs from four to ten 
millions qf dollars, not counting dam¬ 
age to* soil, to the value of watershed 
areas and many other factors. 

“Thrift in forest fires" is a new 
movement which the Canadian For-, 
cstry Association has started among¬ 
st the guides, and campers and 
sportsmen of Canada with a view to 
cutting down the, country’s timber 
losses in 1917. As is well known, 
the present-day causes of forest fires 
are not the railways as much as the 
settlers, campers, hunters and fisher¬ 
men. Thoughtlessness in respect to 
camp fires, the throwing away of 
lighted tobacco, matches, etc., hat 
caused some of the worst conflagra¬ 
tions in history. During the months 
of May and June, before the fire sea¬ 
son is well under way this year, 
thousands of outdobrs men are being 
asked by the co-operation of the 
newspaper publishers of Canada. lo 
make 1917 a year of thrift in the 
forest. Not only is Canada’s ex¬ 
haustible supply of timber seHoUSly 
reduced in a time when'll should be 
protected and improved by every 
possible means, but hundreds of 
miles of once excellent fishing and 
hunting and camping grounds are 
turned into blackened ruins. 

No camp fire should be left this 
year until it is "dead out.” A few 
extra pails of water or spades of sand 
will make this point certain. No fire 
should be set except among rocks or 
gravel, never in a bog or in leaves of 
needles. Throwing lighted tobacco 
or matches into the forest is conduct 
that is chargeable only to the ama¬ 
teur.

Swine Raising of Juniors 

Flan Adopted in Saskatchewan to 
Stimulate Interest 

Announcement has been made that 
the swine competition for juniors to 
be held at the winter fairs this year 
at Regina and Saskatoon is to be 
open to boys and girls of Saskat¬ 
chewan and Manitoba, ranging in age 
from those born January 1, 1902, to 
those born November 1, 1907. This 
is the first time that anything like 
this has been held in the west on a 
large scale. The prizes amounting 
to $400 are to be divided equally be¬ 
tween Regina and Saskatoon, and are 
given by the Swine Breeders’ Asso¬ 
ciation of Saskatchewan. These fairs 
are being held under the auspices of 
the Saskatchewan Live Stock Board, 
the one’ in Regina being front No¬ 
vember 27 to November 30, and that 
at Saskatoon December 4 to Decem¬ 
ber 7 inclusive. The pigs will be judg¬ 
ed by the usual market standards. 
None will be eligible for entry which 
is more than eight months old. Each 
contestant will be limited to one en¬ 
try. The association pays transport 
charges from points in Saskatchewan 
and in case the exhibitor cannot ac¬ 
company his animal the association 
will look after its feeding, and if re¬ 
quested sell it at the close of the 
fair to the best possible advantage. 
The same animal cannot be shown 
both at Regina and Saskatoon, but 
an exhibitor may show different ani¬ 
mals at both places.

Valuable Instructions as to Care in 
Packing and Addressing 

Experience in sending parcels to 
the front proves the urgent necessity 
of exercising care in the address put 
on the parcels; and also in the wrap¬ 
ping of parcels, so that they will go 
safely to their destination. Careless¬ 
ly or loosely wrapped parcels run a 
chance of never reaching the destina¬ 
tion. 

In connection with the address, 
have the number, the rank and the 
name all -oorrm and then all the 
corps to which the officer, N.C.O. or 
man belongs; address it to the.,army 
post office, London, England. 

Many friends send tobacco to, the 
boys ht the frijrit Eatable matter 
should not be put in any parcel with 
tobacco unless both are airtight 
scaled as tobacco being a rapid ab¬ 
sorbent will take the moisture from 
cake, chocolates or anything else 
that will in the leastygive off any 
moisture, and the tobacco is inildew-l 
ed when it arrives and is useless; at 
'the same time, your cakes, etc., will 
take the taint of the tobacco and is 
likewise useless. Your parcel is 
therefore money and labor lost. 

Here is the correct way to send 
them: Wrap the tin box in a couple 
of good stiff piles of brown wrapping 
'paper and tie well. Ovfcr this must 
be sewn a square heavy canvas bag 
to fit tightly and evenly the box 
within . This must be a good job, for 
no string must go on the outside of 
the canvas; in other wqrds the can¬ 
vas bag or wrapper musb-be a com¬ 
plete cover in itself. To address this 
.parcel is really one of the simplest 
things in the world. Take the 
smoothest side of your parcel and 
wet it with a wash rag or sponge un¬ 
til the water is completely absorbed 
in the canvas, and then with an in¬ 
delible ink pencil print the ^address 
and who it is from. Let this dry and 
on the reverse side put on your cus¬ 
toms declaration, printed slips of 
which can be obtained from any post 
office. Be sure' you have enough 
postage on it. 


Old Dutch 


A long account of a secret pact b«‘ 
tween the Kaiser and,Emperor Nich¬ 
olas and aimed against France is giv¬ 
en in the last issue of the Moscow 
Kusskoyc Slovo to reach Paris. Ac¬ 
cording to the story the existence of 
the treaty was discovered by Count 
Witte in 1905 while the peace nego¬ 
tiations between Russia and Japan 
were proceeding at Portsmouth. 

Count Witte, furiods at the decep¬ 
tion pf the Czar, informed the Kai¬ 
ser that unless the pact was cancelled 
hr would refuse to countersign :hc 
treaty of Portsmouth. As German 
bankers were interested in a loan to 
Russia this would hit them hard, and, 
the story goes, rather than have com¬ 
plications in his^economic policy the 
Kaiser yielded. Neither Emperor, 
however, ever forgave Count Witte.

Witte communicated the fafts to B. 
Glinsky, editor of The Message? 
Historique. He bound the editor to

For Pleasure Horses , 

All farm stock in Great Britain is 
to be rationed. A grave warning by 
Mr. Prothero to the farmers and 
stockraiscrs points out that while the 
concentrated feeding stuffs available 
this year will be only a sixth of the 
pre-war supply, there is more live¬ 
stock than ever. If the farmers do 
not voluntarily reduce the feeding 
stuffs to the animals rationing will 
be made compulsory. 

The number of cattle must be sub¬ 
stantially reduced before Christ¬ 
mas, but the milking head must 
not tj^uhcld. 

, Fatslock shows must not be held. 

Auctioneers must not sell animals 
brought to "prime” condiRon by 
cake-feeding.

Cattle should be sent to market 
leaner than usual. 

Sheep must be killed earlier.

No more poultry should be kept 
than can be maintained on scraps 
and waste food. 

The restrictions on the slaughter of 
talves are to be withdrawn.
